Toronto, Oct 21.—"Ontario Is to 
have her first experience of coalition," 
says The Toronto Globe In dealing 
with the result of the general election 
yesterday, under the caption, "A 
Political Revolution."

Country From Oct., 1916, 
to Sept.., 1918 


Totrto, Oct. 20.—Field Marshal 
Count Belkl Terauohi. former Pre¬ 
mier of Japan, died to-day. 

Count Terauchl was Premier of 
Japan from October. 1916, to Septem¬ 
ber. 1918, when the Cabinet which he 
headed resigned. The foreign policy 
of the Ministry had been under at¬ 
tack for some time and In the summer 
of 1918 rice riots brought to the front 
the charge that the Government was 
responsible in that it had failed to 
have suitable economic legislation 
enacted. 

The Terauchl Cabinet was succeed¬ 
ed by the present Ministry with 
Takahl Hire as Premier.

Winnipeg Free Press Issues 
Annual Report on Grain 
Crop 

Winnipeg, Oct 21.—Ths annual re- 
pprt.of .Tfie Winnipeg Free Press on 
crop conditions to-day states that 
threshing is ninety-five per cent 
completed in the three prairie pro¬ 
vinces, and the damage from sprout¬ 
ing duo to damp, warm weather is 
apparently very small. The largest 
individual loss reported from any 
district was thirty, per cent but the 
great majority of reports declared 
there was little sprouting and that at 
the worst it tneant only the loss of 
one grain. 

Sixty-six points in Manitoba re¬ 
ported an average yield of probably 
seventeen bushels to the acre. Re¬ 
ports from Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta did not indicate any material 
change in the estimated yield as 
given in the last report, but ths A- 
berta returns did not Include'figures 
from Peace River, where the Govern-

Comments on Result in 
Ontario 


Toronto, Oct. 21.—Under th® cap¬ 
tion “Unrestful Voting." The Mail 
and Empire, Conservative, dealing 
with the Ontario general election yes¬ 
terday. says: 

“The election, with all Its singulari¬ 
ties, Is the consequence-ref unrest. 
The policy of the Government that 
received most attention In the con¬ 
test was approved at the polls, but 
did not win the support of the people 
for the Government’s candidates. A 
great part of those who voted to con¬ 
tinue the Government's war-time 
legislation In restraint of the liquor 
traffic voted against the candidates 
of the Government. Conservative leg¬ 
islators are nsed to that kind of 
treatment at the hands of temper¬ 
ance voters. 

“Then the women, who owe the 
franchise they exercised ln this ele©- 
tion to the Hearst Government, ifl 
many cases voted only for the tem¬ 
perance legislation and omitted to 
vote for candidates or preferred those

Washington, Oct. 21. — President 
Wilson's Cabinet held Its usual week- ( 
ly meeting at the White House to¬ 
day with Secretary Lansing presid¬ 
ing.

Will Pay All Obligations, 
American Financiers Are 
Told 


George Bartlett Feels He Has 
a New Lease on Life Since. 
Taking Tanlac 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct 21.—The 
British financial delegatee to the In¬ 
ternational Trade Conference, which 
opened here yesterday, told their 
American confreres that they sought 
no special credit arrangement or 
Government intervention, but simply 
asked that business transactions go 
on as before. This announcement 
came as a surprise to the general 
body of delegates, especially as sub¬ 
committees of many foreign missions 
had asked for American financial 
assistance and set forth that exten¬ 
sion of credits was vitally necessary 
In order that they might successfully 
meet the reconstruction problems of 
thsir respective countries. 

A. C. Bedford, of Nsv^Tork, chair¬ 
man of the executive committee of 
the Conference, told the delegates 
that American businessmen were 
ready “to supply financial aid to the 
war-stricken Allies," but made it 
plain that they must be frank in ex¬ 
plaining political and economic con¬ 
ditions in their own countries. 

The success and permanency of 
business, he said was dependent upon 
the stability of government, and 
American business men wanted to 
know whether the dangers of Rolshe- 
vlsm or Socialism had passed and 
whether any menace to the social 
order existed. 

Normal Trade. 

The British point of view was set 
forth at a meeting of American and 
British credit and finance men by 
Sir James Hope Simpson. 

"The vast majority of Britishers 
never enter into a contract unless 
they can see their way clear to pay," 
he said. “We have not come .to ask 
help of any organisation. Ws ask 
only that no obstruction be placed in 
the way or ordinary normal trans¬ 
actions." 

In reviewing the financial position 
of Britain, Sir James said that Bri¬ 
tain’s national debt had Increased 
from £700,000,000 to £7,000,000,000. 
Great Britain, he added, now owed 
£ 1,400,000,000 abroad, whereas she 
owed nothing before the war. For¬ 
eign powers overseas, dominions 
and colonies, he explained, owed 
Britain £1.700,000,000, and although 
they were not counting on expected 
indemnities, if such indemnities 
should materialize, they would further 
reduce the debt. 

"No government could stand in 
Britain which would contemplate for 
a moment any weakening In regard 
to the payment of our debts." Sir 
James declared. "Britain Is deter¬ 
mined to pay her debts. She has 
always paid her debts and always 
will." 

Great Savings. 

‘It must not be supposed." he ad¬ 
ded, "that Individual citizens of 
Great Britain are in a condition of 
indebtedness because the Govern¬ 
ment la 

"There has been an enormous 
amount of saving on the part of 
the individuals," he asserted, "and 
a large part of the British war debt 
1# owing to British citizens." 

Although Britain lost 1,000,000 
men during the war, Sir James said

The defeat of the Government in Ontario is 
t less surprising than the political situation dis- 

• closed by the election Tesult in other respects. 

* The party led by Sir William Hearst had been in 
1 power sit^e 1905 when, under Sir James Whitney, 
i it defeated the Ross Government and hrought to 
1 an end the Liberal regime which under different 
1 leaders hud existed m that Province for thirty 
1 years. The Hearst Government obviously was 
i nearing its ejnl in any case, while its attitude on 
! the prohibition question, regarded as equivocal, 
[ to say the least, by the -electorate, and the Inter- 

1 ventiou in the contest of the United Farmers’ 
Party as a formidable, organized unit, as well as 
I i general unrest, were enough to put it finally out 
of its misery. 

* There are 111 scats in the Ontario Legislature 
and, according to The Toronto Globe’s summary 
of the result of yesterday’s election, the* will be 
distributed as follows: United Farmers, 41; Lib- 

I erals, 29; Conservatives, 28; Labor, 11; Soldier, 1; 
j Independent, 1. Thus, no single party has ob- 
| tained a majority over all its rivals and the next 
| ■ Government of Ontario will have to be a coalition, 
j No doubt Sir William Hearst will be afforded an 
I opportunity of trying to unite the remnant of 
( the Conservative Party with one or more of the 
other parties, but it is unlikely he will avail him- 
i self of it, unless he already has an understanding 

• with the United Farmers, which is doubtful. If 
he shall decide to retire the Governor will call 
upon either a representative of the United Farm 

■ ers or Mr. Hartley Dewart, the leader of the Lib¬ 
eral Party, to try to effect such a combination as 
will permit the formation of a Government with 
a clear majority. * 

The United Farmers, however, emerge from 
; the election the masters of the situation. They havY 
i elected 41 out of their sixty candidates nominated. 

■ or more than a third of the membership of the 
1 Legislature. No combination could be formed 
}' without them which could carry on the Govern 
j ment of the Province, but they, by uniting with 
’ 1 either the* Liberals or Conservatives, could set up 
> ; an administration which would have a large ma 
i jority over the combined opposition. Labor 
' ' elected 11 candidates but this is not sufficient to 

* enable it to combine with any single party with 
. ■ the object of forming a Government. Whatever 
t ■ coalition will develop, therefore, must be between 
i the United Farmers and one or other of the two 
. | old-line political parties. 

Essentially there is more in common between 
. . the policy of the United Farmers of Ontario and 
fundamental Liberalism than between the policies 
of any two other parties. This is particularly true 
; . in respect of Dominion politics, the attitude ol 
1 ! the United Farmers q[ Ontario, especially towards 
! fiscal questions, being very similar to that of the 
i farmers of the Prairie Provinces, whose political 

• ' organization will be immensely stimulated 

and encouraged by the result of this election.

* RUSHOLME FIGURES SIGNIFICANT. 

I Two significant features in the result of the 
( by-election in the Rusholme division of Man- 
• cheater are the large vote polled by Labor and 
.' the fact that the Liberal candidate’ polled only 
1 224 more votes on this occasion than at the gen- 
< eral election in December last. The contest then 
was between a Coalition-Unionist, a Liberal of 
the Asquith school, and a Labor candidate in the 
person of Mrs. Pethiek Lawrence—whom, by the 
way, many Victorians met during her residence 
here a few years ago. .The total vote polled was 
19,131 divided as follows: Coalition-Unionist, 
12,447; Liberal, 3,699; Labor, 2,985. In the recent 
contest the total votes cast numbered 20,544 
■ diviftd as follows between four candidates: 
i Coalnian-Unionist, 9,394; Labor, 6,412; Liberal, 

J 3,923; Nationalist, 915. 

The 1918 poll reached 19,131, or 1,413 less than 
i in the new election. The Coalition-Labor-Liberal 
ballot represented the total poll in 1918 and yes¬ 
terday’s returns show 19,729 votes divided be¬ 
tween the three chief contestants, with 815 for 
the representative of the new Nationalist Party. 
On this basis of reckoning, therefore, it may be 
! taken for granted that the introduction of a 
fourth candid*** had little to do with the result, 


for it is Apparent that Captain CrewBdou’s new 
election cry provided an opportunity for the 
political eccentric to exercise his franchise and 
show his general contumely for what Crewsdon 
himself described as the “old gang” in politics. 

It is somewhat surprising, however, that ex- 
Premier Asquith’s followers have failed to im¬ 
prove their position since the general election. 
The best Mr. Pringle could do was to add 224 
votes to the number polled by Mr. Butterwortb 
in December last, while Labor’s small poll on 
that occasion may, perhaps, be accounted for by 
the fact that the British electorate has not yet 
Accustomed itself to the idea of “women for West¬ 
minister.” This time, however, Labor’s represen¬ 
tative was Dr. R. Dunstan—a male can¬ 
didate. Rusholme’s verdict, moreover, would 
appear to shatter any hope of an Asquith-Liberal- 
Labor merger and supports the view, that the ex- 
Premier would have great difficulty in blazing a 
comparatively new trail before he could keep 
company with the modern school of Labor 
thought. Yesterday’s figures emphasize this fact 
still more and indicate fairly clearly that the next 
general election will be fought very largely be¬ 
tween Coalitionists—of whom the majority are 
Conservatives—and Laborites. 

Obviously the Nationalist Party is not taken 
seriously; the Asquith Liberals have not ad¬ 
vanced, and the Government has survived the 
last two tests. In the light of these facts, there¬ 
fore, it may be taken for granted that Mr. Lloyd 
George will not go to the country until there are 
more insistent demands that he should. In the 
meantime his additional days of grace will give 
him further opportunity to decide upon his own 
future political alignment. 


WHY THE CHEERS 7 

We understand the announcement of the de¬ 
feat of the Hearst Government in Ontario at thf 
meeting of Mr. Barnard’s supporters last night 
was received with cheers. The cheering, we may 
safely assume, was over the defeat of a govern¬ 
ment, for it could not have been over the vindi¬ 
cation by the election of the cause with which 
demonstrators are associated. 

There is nothing in common between the Fed¬ 
erated Labor Party of British Columbia and the 
United Farmers of Ontario, for instance. Indeed, 
their policies fundamentally are as apart as 
the poles, while in temperament the supporters of 
both arc hopelessly irreconcilable. 

Imagine what kind of a reception a farmers’ 
constituency would give to the content iou of one 
of Mr. Barnard’s clerical supporters that the 
man who actually performed the manual labor of 
raising potatoes was entitled to all of the pro 
duet, instead of a fair share of it. 

How would the farmers welcome Mr. Woods- 
worth, the “man from Winnipeg,” or any other 
exponent of the methods by which an attempt 
was made to throttle the people of Manitoba's 
capital into supporting “direct action,” a few 
months agot There are eleven Labor members in 
the new Ontario Legislature. If there is an ex¬ 
tremist among them who thinks he can find sym- 
pathy for the doctrine of unrest, or the O. B. U. 
movement, from the farmer representatives, all 
he needs to do is to try them with a resolution 
and he will be very completely disillusioned. 

The farmers are opposed to the Hearst Gov 
ernment, and with good cause, but they are not 
opposed to all government as it now exists. 
On the contrary, they are the most con¬ 
servative element in point of temperament 
in the country and a strong bulwark for 
existing institutions. Canada’s best insur¬ 
ance for stability lies in the fact that she 
possesses so large a farming population. So the 
cheering last night must have been merely an ex¬ 
pression of hostility towards government in gen¬ 
eral. It would have astonished the United Farm 
ers if they had heard it. 


ONTARIO REMAINS DRY. 

The voters of Ontario have decided that their 
Province shall remain in the dry‘o»>Iumii, having 
given a majority against each of the four ques 
tions submitted to them. These questions were: 

1. Are you in favor of the repeal of the Ontario 
Temperance Act! 

2. Are you in favor of the sale of light beer 
containing not more than two and fifty-one one 
hundredths per cent, alcohol, weight measure, 
through Government agencies, and amendments 
to the Ontario Temperance Act to permit such 
sale! 

3. Are you in favor of the sale of light beer 
containing -not more than two and fifty-one one 
hundredths per cent, alcohol, weight measure, in 
standard hotels in local municipalitiea that by a 
majority vote favor such sale, and amendments 
to the Ontario Temperance Act to permit such 
sale! 

4. Are you in favor of the sale of spirituous 
and malt liquors through Government agencies, 
and amendments to the Ontario Temperance Act 
to permit such sale! 

Prohibition advocates contended that these 
questions, taken together, constituted a trick and 
urged the electors to vote “No” to all of them. 
Up to this morning the largest negative majority 
was given in answer to Question One. The 
smallest was in answer to Question Four, which 
indicates the existence of a strong sentiment in 
favor of the sale of spirituous and malt liquors 
throughout Government agencies. In any case 
the electors had a wide and varied choice of alter¬ 
natives and have decided to accept none of them. 
Ontario remains dry. 


• 8TILL ON THE SHELF? 

We were under the impression, after its meet 
ing with the returned men last week, that at the 
next meeting of the City Council the civio com¬ 
mittee would recommend a re-opening of the dis¬ 
cussion on the Better Housing Act—without pre¬ 
judice, of course. -The agenda of the aldermanie 
body last night, however, did not appear to in¬ 
clude the topic in which more than three score 
returned soldiers are very considerably interested. 
It is to be hoped such an important matter will be 
dealt with before climatic reasons arc enlisted in 
support of ditching the subject altogether. -

VANCOUVER'S WE 
IS NOT NEGLECTED 


Says Recent Visitor to His¬ 
toric Spot in Petersham 
Churchyard 


In view of the recent publicity 
given to a statement emanating 
from a returned soldier to the effect 
that Capt. Vancouver's grave In 
Petersham churchyard, England, 
was In a sadly neglected condition, 
the following article written by 
"Anne Merrill" and appearing in 
Sunday's Issus of Ths Vancouver 
Dally Sun will doubtless be of In¬ 
terest. 

"The soldier who 'halls from Brit-! 
Ish Columbia,' and who recently 
sent back to his home town paper u 1 
report to the effect that the grave 
of Capt. George Vancouver, the 
great explorer, whose name has been 1 
rightly Immortalised In Canada was, 
In a slate of neglect must have made 
a very superficial observation for 
Instead of*any evidencea of lack of 
attention 1 found, on going out to 
retersham this afternoon, that his 
grave stood out clearly among a 
cluster of overgrown and indistinct 
mounds in the more ancient part of 
the old churchyard which surrounds 
the very quaint little parish church 
of St. Peter's. 

It was ths agent-general for Brit¬ 
ish Columbia in London, Mr. F. C. 
Wade, K. C„ who had drawn my at¬ 
tention to the soldier's letter, for he 
was considerably concerned about 
the charge, not only because of his 
feeling of responsibility to British 
Columbia, but from his Inherent 
sense of literary values. Any neg¬ 
lect of the author of "Vancouver's 
Voyage” Mr. Wade was ready to 
denounce us vandalism. 

He Immediately, therefore, made a 
pilgrimage to the historic place, and 
found, he stated, no occasion for the 
outburst though suggesting that 1 
should go out to the graveyard and] 
see for myself. This I have Just 
done. 

Granted there were no huge gran¬ 
ite or marble atrocities over the 
spot where Vancouver wa* buried, 
only a perfectly plain white head¬ 
stone curved at the top, and bearing 
the unpretentious legend which the 
greatness of the man could well af- 1 
ford, end entirely In keeping with 
the custom of the royal navy to 
which he belonged: 

"Captain George Vancouver, 
"Died in the Year 175S, 

"Aged 40." 

Beside a Belted Earl. 

The remarkable thing to my mind, 
was the fact that while most of the 
inscriptions on the nearby tomb*- 
stones were almost obliterated by 
time, the lettering on Captain Van¬ 
couver’s was quite perfect, indicat¬ 
ing the very reverse of neglect, and 
that the original stone must have 
been replaced in more recent years 
by his admirers in Petersham of 
whom there seem to have been many 
devoted ones thereabout. 

Had the soldier taken the trouble 
to step inside the little red brick 
church he would have seen promin¬ 
ently placed, beside that of a bel¬ 
ted earl, a beautiful white memorial 
tablet, upon which in black lettering 
he might have read: 

in the Cemetery Adjoining the 
Church Were interred in the Year 
1798 The Mortal Remain* of Cap¬ 
tain George Vancouver. R. N., 
Whose Valuable and Enterprising 
Voyage of Discovery to the North 
Pacific Ocean and Round the World 
During five years of Laborious Sur¬ 
vey, added greatly To the Geogra¬ 
phical Knowledge of his Country¬ 
men. 

To the Memory of that Cele¬ 
brated Navigator This Monumental 
Tablet la Erected By The Hudson's 
Bay Company, March 1841. 

Near a Wall of Ivy. 

Vancouver’s grave was beside a 
brick wall, the wall overgrown with 
Ivy. and near the head of the grave, 
a small hemlock tree whose boughs 
drooped so that their dark green 
face when the sun was low. Just 
touched with a fleck of shadow the 
white marble headstone. Outside 
the wall was a large plane tree, 
whose leaves are so like Canadian 
maple; while velvety yew trees 
sheltered hi* grave from east winds, 
and a weeping willow crouched in 
Its own shadow perennially mourn¬ 
ing. At th* outer comer of the 
churchyard, stood a Lombardy pop¬ 
lar on guard, perhaps to warn any 
unsleeping ghosts of the approach of 
human intruders. 

I think Vancouver must have 
loved that little quiet comer. I 
know that In hi* life he loved the 
nearby gentle slope, a beautiful tree- 
dotted part of Richmond Hill, for It 
was while standing Wpon Its highest 
ridge one day In the year of his 
death, that he exclaimed, 

"In all my travels. I never clapt 
eyes on a more beautiful spot than 
this! Here would I live and here 
would I die!" 

Prof. Qeorge Davidson of ths uni¬ 
versity of California, who was over 
forty years engaged on the U. 8. 
coast Geodetic Survey paid Captain 
Vancouver a compliment which the 
historian Edward 8. Meaney claims 
is *• a monument greater than the 
naming of any Island, more endur¬ 
ing than an engraved slab of marble. 
The whole world will always honor 
Vancouver for his brilliant achieve¬ 
ments In the science of geography." 

Davidson's comment, to which 
Meaney refer*, was "I have gone 
over every foot -of the work done by 
Vancouver on the coast, and I wish 
to say, he was a great big man!" i

Must Get Control. 

“Wc are going to have a quarrel 
between capital and labor, and the 
rreat mass of the people that are dis¬ 
possessed until the great mass of 
people rise up in their might and gel 
rontrol of these machines of produc¬ 
tion. 

“Our little homes and children are 
not worth anything near so much as 
the profits of the big interests. We 
lo-dsy are in a new kind of bond¬ 
age.” 

Dealing with the Winnipeg strike, 
he said; “One lesson we have learned 
tn Winnipeg is that we must and are 
folng Into politics as we never went 
In before." 

Red Costs Aftor Workers. 

He predicted that before the win¬ 
ter is over a large number of people 
sro not going to know where they 
are going to get work to buy the 
necessities of life.

; LONDON SLUM AREA 
SAVES CHILD LIFE 
; BY CHEAPER MILK 

Moving ahead of legislation, Lam- 
, beth, a borough of London, with a 
. population of 300,000 has been a 
\ Pioneer in milk control, and its 
municipal scheme for cheap supplies 

- to necessitious families baa been 
‘ Justified by a notable saving of in- 
, fant life. 

I Statistic* prove this. For half a 
, century before Lamberth took up Its 
beneficent work, Infant mortality 
, had reached a startling total. Des¬ 
pite all Improvement In living con¬ 
dition*. Lambeth was losing babies 
[ under twelve months at the rate of 
151 per 1,000 (as compared with 160 
’ for London and 153 for the whole 
country), the majority of deaths 
being attributed to wrong feeding. 

8lnce then, with a milk depot run- 
l nlng for the past fifteen years, the 
Lambeth infantile death rate* has 
, been brought down to 71.4. 

No 8tat« Money Grant. 

It required courage, as well as 
. money, to keep the depot going In 
times when there was no grant; the I 
good offices of the Local Govern- 
. ment Board had to be secured &n- 
' nually to endorse expenditure for 
which local authority was lacking, 
and In those days It was no joke to 
be party to a Finance Committe’a de- 
■ cision. with the risk of a surcharge 
! when accounts came to be audited. 

Now a Milk Ot-der remedies the 
anomaly; and Lambeth can light- 


heartedly claim a fifty per cent 
grant on outlay which has in past 
years run to £1,000 annually. 

As a halfpenny rate yields £3,500, 
the cost of a milk depot to the rates 
Is but trifling. 

Lambeth’s project is progressive. 
At its milk depot the original charges 
were 3d. dally, or Is. 6d. weekly, for. 
Biiplpying an , infant under six 
months, or 4d. daily (2s. weekly) for 
a baby between six months and a 
year. These prices have had to be 
varied as* th© market rose. But the 
Milk Order enables the medical of¬ 
ficer to let necessitous mothers have 
milk at lHd. or 24. a day, or even 
for nothing, following, of course, ade¬ 
quate investigation. 

Maternity Centre* 

But there are also sixteen mater¬ 
nity and child welfare .centres which 
lerve for milk distribution, since It 
Is obviously Impossible for the depot 
to answer for the whole of the 
widespread borough. While the 
depot itself contract* with a farm, 
the other ceqtrea buy from approved 
local tradesmen, whose bills are paid 
by the municipality. 

Ths latest return from the depot 
alone shows that Its year’s output 
was 15,801 gallons of milk and 682 
pints of cream; but these figures will 
be considerably augmented, because 
of the use now being made of the 
centres.

The actual 
figures for the Province were $21,518,595, and the laat available 
figures for the whole of the Dominion—those of 1917—are given as 
$52..') 12.544. British Columbia's output surpassed that of Nova 
Scotia by $7,056,276 and that of the rest of the Province* combined 
by $11,156,941. The total value for the year shows au increase 
over the previous year of $6,881,249. Salmon products totalled j 
$16,828,783, a gain over the previous 
year of $6,286,178—due both to an in¬ 
crease In the size of the pack and 
its market value. Although halibut 
fetched an Increase in price the 
catch was considerably less and re¬ 
sulted in a decrease from 1917 of 
$305,668. The value of plants, vessels 
and apparatus used in the fisheries 
totalled $15,807,068, while there were 
20,883 persons engaged In the indus¬ 
try.

Dr. Gilbert's Paper.

Ladies and Oentlemen,— 

Lesa than two years ago, at the request of a number of the 
electors of this city, I consented to stand for election as your repre¬ 
sentative in the Dominion House of Commons. 

The support you gave me on that occasion was very flattering, 
and one deserving a much better man. 

I little thought at that time that any circumstance could arise 
that would call for my appeal for your support so soon again, but 
in recognition, J presume, of the rights of Vancouver Island to a 
place in the Cabinet, the Prime Minister extended to me an invita¬ 
tion to join his government and assume the portfolio of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Many friends, particularly those engaged ip the live-stock in¬ 
dustry, in nearly every province of the Dominion, urged my accept¬ 
ance of the honor, and I yielded to Sir Robert Borden’s request, 
with the resolution that in the larger sphere I would contribute the 
best that was in me to conduct the department in what I consider¬ 
ed would be to the best interests of all the people of Canada. 

Appointment to the Ministry implies resignation in the Com¬ 
mons and fresh endorsement by one’s constituency. This accounts 
for my appeal once more to the electorate. I do so without any 
misgivings, assured as I am that the handsome majority you gave 
me as a private member will not be denied to me as a Minister of 
the Crown. 

You have a right, before confirming me in the larger position, 
to ask me for a report of my stewardship in the lesser. 

Matters Personal. 

I think that all who have had occasion to seek my assistance in 
matters of a personal nature have ever found me ready to lend m.v 
very best assistance in having the same properly and vigorously 
placed before the Government and rectified so far as any injustice 
prevailed. Many such matters yet remain for adjustment and re¬ 
lief, and each just cause will find in me a friend. 

Matters Industrial. . 

I have from time to time called the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment to certain works and industries which would be of benefit to 
the city. 

It was due to my ef&rts that the building Op Pier 3 at the 
Ocean Docks was erected, and on my suggestion and co-operation 
that Pier 2 was rented to the Foundation Company, so as' to retain 
here the installation of machinery in the ships built here by that 
company. 

It was due to the efforts of Mr. McIntosh and myself that the 
Minister of Marine was induced to let contracts for the building of 
steel ships here. 

These things alone have meant profitable employment here for 
a large number of men. 

The Drydock. 

Late in 1917, shortly after ray election, I immediately, in con¬ 
junction with Mr. McIntosh and Mr. Green, began an agitation for 
the construction of the Ksquimalt Drydock. At that time, if you 
will remember, there was considerable talk of reconstruction, and 
it was considered an appropriate time to begin to apply pressure 
for the completion of the Ksquimalt Drydock. which would not 
only give employment to a large number of men during the recon¬ 
struction period, but would provide and centralize an important 
industry at Victoria. We were met with a great deal of opposition, 
aud soon learned that Vancouver was a strong competitor in the I

Gen¬ 
eral Yudenitch has captured Pul- 
kovm, about seven miles south of the 
city, and Ligova, less than eight 
miles to the southwest, according to 
unofficial reports. 

Bolshevik troops apparently are 
funned along the Petrograd-Luga- 
Pskov railroad, where they are stub¬ 
bornly contesting each attempt of 
the Yudenitch forces to drive east¬ 
ward., Anti-Bolshevik forces reach¬ 
ed a point near Luga last week, but 
since that time there has been no 
Indication that the railroad has been 
crossed at any point south of Gat¬ 
china, which is admitted to be in the 
hands of the Yudenitch army. 

Coastal Region. 

Sovet forces seem still to behold¬ 
ing the coastal region west of Petro- 
grad, a Helsingfors dispatch telling 
of a duel between an anti-Bolshevik 
fleet and the fort at Krasnaya 
Gorka. A great fire, accompanied 
by%ui explosion, was obeserved after 
the battle, but It is said it may have 
been at Oranienbaum, a village about 
twelve miles east of Krasnaya 
Gorka. 

Kiev. 

Kiev, which was occupied by Bol¬ 
shevik troops last week, has been 
attacked by Gefieral Denikina’s Cos¬ 
sacks. who have forced the Reds out 
of most of the city. Fighting was 
still going orf there last Friday. 
Nearer the centre of General Denl- 
kine’s line the Soviet armies 
have essayed a counter-offensive, 
launching an attack at Kronu, sev¬ 
enteen miles southwest of Orel. This 
attack was completely defeated, ac¬ 
cording to an official report. 

Bad Defeat. 

Southeast of Orel the Bolshevik 
troops have suffered a disastrous 
defeat, an official report says. This 
battle took place west of the Khoper 
River, the most important tributary 
of the Don. It Is said that volunteer , 
troops of the Denikine army are fol¬ 
lowing up their advantage In this 
region. 

Kolchak troops 'on the Siberian 
front are said to have met with a 
reverse, losing quite heavily In 
fighting near Kurgan. This report, 
if confirmed, would seem to throw 
some doubt on recent reports that 
the Bolshevikl are rapidly retreating 
op the eastern front As late as 
October 9 Kurgan was In the hands 
cf the Bolshevikl.

Dr. Roy stated that no expedl 
tlonary force in France has left a 
better impression than the C. E. F., 
and for that purpose It Is now pro 
posed to create a permanent me 
mortal of the close relations between 
France and Canada in the past five 
years. 

Scholarship Plsn. 

Dr. Roy then explained to The 
Times that the plan he has In mind 
Is to establish a number of scholar¬ 
ships for graduates of Canadian 
educational institutions in Paris, the 
oost of such scholarships to be borne 
by the respective provincea These 
scholarships would be tenable in 
Paris for a term of years. He be¬ 
lieves thereby a better understand¬ 
ing would be reached between the 
countries, as the graduates on their 
return would become centres of in¬ 
fluence radiating a knowledge of 
French customa literature and as- 
piratlona 

On the other hand the broadening 
of a Canadian sentiment would be 
attained, the speaker pointed out, by 
bringing the parties together In a 
hostel to be established In Paris 
during their post graduate course. 
In that regard he stated a public 
subscription would be invited 
throughout the Dominion towards 
the cost of the hostel and furnishing 
It, and he hoped to Have a ready 
response from all sections of the 
community. irrespective of the 
amounts paid. 

Success So Far. 

So far the Quebec and Ontario 
Governments have each expressed a 
willingness to subscribe for five 
scholarships of twelve hundred dol¬ 
lars, and the Alberta Government 
has agreed to take three scholar¬ 
ships. Yesterday Dr. Roy met the 
cabinet here, when he received 
hearty support from Mr. Farris, the 
Acting Premier, and Dr. MacLean, 
os a consequence of which the Bri¬ 
tish Columbia Government will 
undertake to provide three scholar¬ 
ships. Dr. Roy will proceed to 
ReglnA and Winnipeg now to secure 
the participation of the Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba Governments re¬ 
spectively. k He expressed his satis¬ 
faction at 'the hearty way in which 
the Provincial executive had taken 
up the project. 

A Hard Winter. 

"The winter season will be a 
hard one In Paris," said Dr. Roy 
"owing to the shortage of fuel. It 
will be probably the hardest winter 
since the war began for many peo¬ 
ple. The strikes hare delayed ship¬ 
ments from Great Britain, and while 
the French have been securing fuel 
from the United States and Belgium, 
the supply Is not equal to the re¬ 
quirement, and therefore will be In¬ 
adequate to meet the needs of the 
country. Food supplies are also very 
scarce, the drain on provisions dur¬ 
ing the last few years having been 
excessive. 

Dr. Roy has visited the devastated 
areas of Northern France on sev¬ 
eral occasions, and states the re¬ 
habilitation of the country will oc¬ 
cupy a long time. Not until next 
year will there be a large immigra¬ 
tion Into the area over which the 
tide of war flowed. 

One feature In connection with the 
development of the trade between 
France and Canada is the export of 
French wlnea liqueurs and similar 
liquid commodities to Canada, and It 
appears from Dr. Roy that the ex¬ 
porters there are watching with 
some Interest the advent of prohibi¬ 
tion, and Its growth throughout the 
Dominion. 

It ie six years since Dr. Roy was 
last in Canada.
